The speech made by the Bishop of Peterborough on Socialism, at tha 
Diocesan Conference held at Leicester on the 25th October, is. most. remark. 
able as coming from the lips of a Christian divine. The Bishop 
said that “Christianity made no claim to rearrange the economic 
relations of men in the State and in society, and he hoped he 
would be understood when he plainly said tliat it was his firm belief 
that any Christian State carrying out in all its relations the Sermon on the 
Mount could not exist for a week, The two leading: principles tanglit were 
non-resistance and forgiveness of injuries, It would heat he possible for a 
State to forgive all injuries, or to forgive all criminals, neither could the 
English Government, in the event of a French army landing on our shores, 
afford to give that army a safe escort to London. It was perfectly clear that 
a State could not continue to exist upon what were commonly ealled Chris- 
tian principles, and it was a mistake to attempt to turn Christ’s Kingdom into 
one of this world. To introduce the principles ot Christianity into the laws 
of the State would lead to absolute intolerance.” What. is this: but a con- 
fession that Christianity is utterly unpractical, and that a so-called Christian 
State can only exist by men disobeying the teachings of the founder of its 
religion. When such a declaration is made by one of the Episcopal Bench, 
we think that we may with pardonable pride point to the superiority of 
Judaism, whose wise enactments are so signally adapted both to the needs at 
the State and to the duties of the individual. Here there are no opposing forces, 
Judaism recognises that a State is composed of individuals, The Mosaic 
Laws were made for the human beings who dwell in this world. Obedience 
to them establishes the reign of justice and order, and begets respect for the rulers 
and for the laws of the land, whilst at the same time ensuring the -highest 
morality, Judaism teaches us how to live and how to die, and is perfectly 
consistent and harmonious in its endeavour to promote both the public and 
private welfare. We cannot help saying, with all deference to the earnest 
teachers of the sister faith, that to us Jews, it) savours of inconsistency 
for a preacher to exhort his hearers to be obedient to the teachings at the 
Sermon on the Mount when he knows that if such teachings were 
obeved the State could not continue to PXist, We think we have renson 
to congratulate ouselyes on being followers of a religion in which no such 
anomaly is possible, and by obeying whose laws we become good men and 
women, and at the same time good citizens. 


The London County Council is making resolute efforts to improve the 
condition of slaughter-houses. It has delegated to a Cominittee the task of 
renewing or refusing the annual licenses required by such buildings, and 
from the decision of the Committee there is no appeal. Every licensed 
slaughter-house is visited from time to time by one of the Couneil’s inspee- 
tors, and there are signs that in future applications for renewal of licenses will 
he more jealously scrutinized than has been the Case hitherto, it would 
appear, more particularly, that this increased vigilance will have the effect ‘of 
reducing the number of private slaughter-houses, as the feeling is gaining 
ground that they olfer smaller facility for that thorough Inspection which is 
needed to prevent the Careases of diseased animals from heme cent into the 
nieat-markets. There can be little question, indeed, that the abattoir svatem, 
which is common on the Continent, is the only one that satisfactorily. guaran- 
tees the public against this danger ; the general adoption of the system im this 
country is probably only a question of time, The perils arising from eating the 
flesh of diseased animals are becoming more generally recognized day by day, a 
circumstance due ip no small degree to the articles on the subject that have 
been written by Dr. Behrend. The energy of the Slaughter-house Committee 
of the County Council, viewed in conjunction. with the agitation that has 
recently taken place in Glasgow, miay he regared is betokening the near 
approach of the time when a system, closely akin to that Which has been for 
20 manv centuries in force among the Jews, and which ensures the most 
careful inspection of the slaughtered animal before it is pronounced fit for 
food, will be made generally compulsory throughout the country, 


Nor is the Bedikah the only example of “the better way” which we 
Jews may offer to the general community. There can be no question that 
the process of slaughtering animals needs improvement, if it is to be made as 
humane as possible. We do not refer to the actual Shechitah itself, but to 
the treatment which precedes it. In this matter the conscience of the com- 
munity is not as clear as it might be. Thanks to Jewish law, the act which 
deprives the animal of life, and which is necessarily performed by a dew, is 
intentionally performed in a manner which will involve a minimum of pain. 
But what goes before this final act, being outside the sphere of ritual ordi 
nances, is entrusted to non-Jewish hands, and is made the occasion for unne- 
cessary cruelty. This state of things is universal ; it obtains equally whether 
the heasts are to he slaughtered for Jews or for others. Now, the community 
might get rid of its share of the responsibility, and at the sale tine set - 
exeellent example to the general publie, if it took charge of the entire trea: 
ment of the animal from the time it is purchased in the market until it is 
slanghtered. If this is to be done the Shechita Board must haye ao slaughter- 
house of its own, so as to control everything that takes place in it. If the 
slanghter-house were made, in addition, a model from the sanitary point of 
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view, the good conferred on the general community by Jewish example would 
be greater still. A special Jewish slanghter-house would repay the commu- 
nity by reducing the price of kosher meat, At present the Jewish butchers 
urge in defence of the high prices they charge that they are in the hands of 
the carcase butchers, who are able to combine, and thus to make meat dear. 
If a special slaughter-house - were provided, each butcher could, 
if he chose, slaughter for himself, and thus become independent of the ring, 
which hitherto has dictated its own terms.

“ The Jews are suffered readily to take the high position to which their 
intelleet—perhaps sharpened by centuries of persecution—fits them. Their 
period of probation has left them stronger and more capable than ever, as the 
ranks of our professions show. If the more humble members of the faith 
have taken refuge, like hunted creatures, in eccupations repugnant to other 
men, and have developed a triumphant facility iv such callings, that is the 
fault, not of the race, but of its persecutors, Thus the Times la riday, 
pos of the presentation of Sir Llenry Isaacs, as the Lord Mavor leet, to 
the Lord Chancellor. It is agreeable to find that the most highly civilized 
people in the world, through the mouth of its thoroughly representative 
oryah, should have come to estimate the Jewish character, in its strength and 
its Weakness, in precisely the same way as the most intelligent and. unpre- 
judiced Jews would estimate it. — It is pleasant to be assured on such respect- 
able authority that the Jew is better fitted than ever to hold his own in the 
great battle of life, and that the high position which his foremost coreligionists 
take in consequence is contemplated without jealousy or misgiving, Still 
more satisfactory is it to learn that, in the opinion of enlightened England, 
whatever defects are discernible in the Jewish character are to be traced to 
the intlnences of past persecution, and are not an integral element of our 
mental and moral. constitution. 


This.is the sole admission we ask for from 
our newrhbours, 


We do not ibeny that we have shortcomings : what we 
demand 1s that their origin should be looked for in conditions for which we 
are hot responsible, and that those eonditions should he removed as the only 
way of abolishing the evils that have sprung from them. We do not deny, 
for example, that Jews have more than an “uveragre predilection for finance, aa 
& means ol livelihood, which in its more respectable forms shows itself in 
banking and stock-dealing, and in its less reputable ones — in usury, 
We would gladly see the process of widening, which -has already been 
at work im the sphere of Jewish activities, move still more rapidly, “What 
we protest against is the injustice of. punishing the Jews, either in civilized 
prejudice or ine Russian outrages, for an intellectal sharpness which has been 
created Ly the ancestors of their would-be punishers, 


It is to he hoped that if the Working Men’s Lord's Day Rest A saccia- 
tion have not. yet sent in their. petition against Sunday opening to the 
Trustees of the People's Palace they will think better of it, and that, if they. 
have sent it in, they will withdraw it. One finds the wimeost difficulty in 
accounting for this objection lo Sunday enjoyment of the Palace, except on 
the supposition that there is. some fear of its diminishing the Sunday profits 
of the public-houses. That anyone honestly thinks that the Palace competes 
with the Church by diminishing the number of worshippers we cannot believe, 
As Sir Edmund Currie, the Chairman of the Trustees, points out, the Sun- 
day Concerts—which, by the way, consist entirely of sacred music—are inten- 
tionally given at times that will not clash. with the services in the ehurches. 
And as to the reading room and library, if there are people who use them on 
Sundays, it is not because they prefer them to the church, but because they like 
them better than the public-house or the streets, Shut thie People’s Palace, 
and not one Person will be wlded to the Sunday congregation, but there will 


be much more listlessness and discomfort, and therefore much more drinking. 
if the Church ts to increase its hold on the working-classes it will not be 


by restricting the influences of ali institution like the Palace, which, secking 
as it oes to refine and exalt its patrohs, is the best ally the Chureh can 
have. We say all this quite unselfishly, although we cannot forget that the 
closing of the Palace on Sundays would be a misfortune for the Jewish working 
folk of the Kast end, who are not allected by the religious questions involved, 
It is true that they are not debarred by their: religious laws from using the 
Palace on Saturdays, provided admission is free; but they, too, like their 
neighbours, are victims of the oppressiveness of the English Sunday, especially 
in the allernoon and evening when their work is done—an Oppressiveness 
from which the Palace offers at present a very welcome relief,

In deference to the demands of many parents who were anxious'y waiting for the 
opportunity of their children acquiring some knowledge of our Holy Faith it was 
decided to open the schools forthwith. Thouch only thirteen pupils attended at 
first, the number increased at such rapid strides that now having been open fer 
tuition but a few weeks they nearly contain their full complement of scholara, Asa

We also see in the Holy Bible that the patriarchs and prophets were all buried 
and none burnt, and if you say they were not aware of Cremation and its privileges, 
then what about Moses, who was buried by the Lord, as we read in the Holy Bible, 
“And He buried him in a valley in the land of Moab, over against Beth-peor ; but 
no man knoweth of his Sepulchre unto this day.” (Deuteronomy xxxiv..v. 6.) 

If burning was preferable God would have burnt his faithful servant, and no 
doubt He could have burnt him in a great deal better way than the newly invented 
Cremation.

SERIOUS POSITION OF JEWS IN BAGDAD.

Th: following important letter has been addressed to Lord Salisbury by the 
Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Jewish Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association : — 

The Right Honourable the Marquis of Salisbury, K.G., Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, &o., kc., Foreign Office, Whitehall, 5.W. 

25th October, 1889. 

My Lord,—On behalf of the Conjoint Foreign Committee of the Jewish Board 
of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association we venture to solicit the kind interpo- 
sition of Her Majesty's Government on behalf of the Jewish Community of Bagdad, 
who are suffering gross outrages at the hands of certain fanatical officials in that 
city. 

We enclos? an extract from a letter we have received from a trustworthy cor- 
respondent at Bagdad, dated the 30th September last, giving a narrative of the 
attacks upon the Jews, and the ill-treatment and imprisonment of the Ecclesiastical 
Heads and other members of the commnnity. 

Messrs. D. Sassoon & Co., of this city, write us that they have received a like 
communication, and these gentlemen, who know Bagdad very well, regard the 
situation as one of the deepest gravity. 

We earnestly hope that your Lordship, in the exerciee of that benevolence and 
hnmanity which you have uniformly evinced: towards our oppressed coreligionists in 
foreign parts, will be pleased to direvi enquiries into the circumstances of the case, 
and if the statements in the accompanying extract be found to be correct, steps may 
be taken to obtain the immediate release of the innocent persons, compensation for 
the wrongs they have suffered, and some effective guarantee against the recurrence 
of such attacks upon the Jewish community.

Th» following is the transcript of a letter in Hebrew from an influential 
Jewish correspondent in Bagdad referred to in the letter to Lord Salisbury. 


As a consequence of the Cholera ep'demic in Bagdad, the Jews when possible 

left the town, and the Governor-General has shewn a most unfriendly feeling 
towards them, which has been taken advuntage of by the other inhabitants to ill-use 
them, and this disorderly conduct has been winked at by the officials. During the 
course of the epidemic the Jews had the misfortune to lose their Grand Rabbi, and 

as the authorities had prohibited burials within 500 metres of the city, they obtained 

the Governor's permission to bury him at a place (not inhabited) about an hour's 

distance and thus beyond the prescribed limit of 500 metres. Owing to the ‘hich 

position of the Grand Rabbi and the deep veneration in which he was held by the 

Jews, the remains were followed to the grave by about a thousand of them, acsom- 

panied by ai escort of police, On arriving at the place of interment an official, 

Abdullah Zibach, having jurisdiction over that district came up accompanied by 

about 100 natives and attempted to stop the burial; his followers at the 

same time falling upon the Jews, beating and abusing them, Uyon this 

treatment and unseemly interference, complaint was at once made to the Chief 

of the Police who arrived on the scene with additional police and succeeded in 

arresting ten to fifteen of the rioters and promised the next day to recover such 

articles as had been stolen from the Jews in the disturbance. Abdullah Zibach, 

however, went next day to the Governor-General, and in order to save himself from 

the consequences of his ¢ nduct made false representations to the Governor, and 

before the Jews had time or opportunity to support their complaint, the Chief Rabbi 

and others of their community were sent for and imprisoned in the fort, where, pre- 

vious to this occurrence, only murderers wire confined ; this was done without any 

trial or enquiry. Subsequently some twenty to twenty-five more were imprisoned 

without cause or accusation. In taking these to prison they were roughly tied by 

their head coverings being fastened round their necks and attached to the horses of 
the officials, and the Mussulman natives in witnessing this treatment considered 

they were free to commit their will upon the Jews and immediately began to ill- 
treatand rob them. On the second day the Governor added further insults on the 
Jews by offering to free the Chief Rabbi and hie companions in misfortune if they 
would agree to remove the remains of the late Grand Rabbi from the spot where 
ae had been interred, to some other plae, and as they replied that this could not 
be done on account of their religion, he again consigned them to prison. The Jews

On Thureday the 24th inst., the Electoral College, consisting of 12 membenll

At the conclusion of this momentous meeting the three brothers, the Barcag 
A!lphonse, Gustave and Edmond de Rothschild, accompanied by the entire Cs Z 
sistoire Central, and by a large number of the delegates, proceeded without delagim 
to the office of M. Zadoc Kahn, in order to acquaint him with the result of (i 
election.

I earnestly recommend that this Reading be accompanied by a brief exposition, 
especially the elucidation of those texts which present any dif ‘ulty or obscurity 
to the ordinary hearer. 

8) It gratifies me tolearn that you intend abrogating the announcement of offer- 
ings during the reading of the Law, as I am perauaded that such abrogation will 
greatly contribute to the maintenance of decorum. 

10) Your intention toadoptthe system of congregational singing meets with my 
approval. The“ Handbook of Synagogue Music for Congregational Singing,” which 
has just been published will, I trust, facilitate your endeavours in this direction, 

11} Lam also pleased tohear that your members will form a rv‘a for the purpose 
of securing the attendance of the prescribed number at the daily services. 

13) It is likewise satisfactory for me to learn that you intend giving special pro- 
minence to the subject of Religious Instruction, This instruction will, I trust, not 
be confined to Religion and the reading of Hebrew, but will be made to comprise the 
translation of the Prayer Book and the Bible and Scripture History. 

I would advise that the special service for children be held oa Sabbath after- 
noons, the same to consist of the Mincha service, to be followed by a brief and suit- 
able address by the minister. 

A Special Religious Service may be held for the papils of the proposed classes 
who have concluded their course of iastruction’ and satisfactorily passed their 
examination in Hebrew and Religion. This service must, however, not be 
termed a Confirmation, such act being foreign to the Synagozue. The Christian 
Church, as you know, requires from its members the confirmation of the vow mad- 
for them in theirinfancy by the godfather and godmother, whilst we are called 
upon by virtue of our birth to obey the precepts of our holy faith. I deem it of 
importance that lads participate in this religious examination and service, such 
participation not to supersede the observances connected with their Barmitzvah, 

The Service is to consist of Mincha, Psalms, c. and xv., prayer tobe offered up 
by the children, discourse and Prayer by the Minister, 992° and 9)°DY. 

On this as well as on each of the foregoing points I ehall gladly t nder you any 
further explanation or counsel that may be desired either directly or throngh my 
Delegate. 

In conelusion, l would assure you that I fully share your dy sire that the Services 
in your synagogue, as indeed in all our places of worship, be characterised. by 
solemnity, lmpres ‘iveness, and decorum. 

In order to secure this object, | hope that you will be enabled to obtain the 
services of a minister who will recite the prayers and the portions from Scripture 
with befitting reverence and dignity, and who by bis pulpit utterances w ul imbue 
the worshippe rs with sentiments of piety and devotion. And in these efforts I hope 
he will be zealously seconded by all the members of your congregation. 

With the fervent prayer that our Heavenly Father may prosper and establish

It is too readily assumed 
that all Biblical criticism must necessarily be of a destructive character : there 
are, however, many valuable contributions in the opposite direction, There 
was a time when it was the fashion for Biblical scholars to cast more than 
suspicion upon the historical portions of Scripture. But confirmations of 
their general accuracy have been marvellously discovered in contemporary 
alien records, and the prophecy of Hanakkuk is being literally fulfilled : 
* The stone shall cry out from the wall, and the beam out of the timber shall 
answer it,”

LEWIS GOMPERTZ. 


FOUNDER OF THE ROYAL SOCIETY FOR THE PREVENTION OF CRUELTY 
TO ANIMALS, 

In his ‘* Retrospect of a Long Life” Mr. 5. C. Hall has an interesting 
little account of the inception of the movement for the Protection of Animals, 
“ The first meeting to petition Parliament,” he télls us “was held at 
Slaughter’s Coffee House, St. Martin’s Lane, on the 24th June, 1821. 
Colonel Martin was present, and the Society for thePrevention of Cruelty to 
Animals then and there originated. The Society, as our realers know, 
flourishes now and does all the good that could have been hoped for, and 
prayed for, by its few resolute and brave originators—foremost of whom 
was a Jew, Lewis Gompertz.” It is peculiarly within the fitness of things 
that a Jew should have been identified—and, as we shall presently see, very 
prominently—with this humanitarian movement for if there is any teaching 
of which the Jews can claim to have been the earliest pioneers it is the gospel 
of kindness to animals. Some years ago an American Professor published an 
essay in which he argued with much warmth that a b ‘nevolent interest in the 
brute creation was essentially a Christian virtue. ‘The energy of the con 
tention was perhaps due to the circumstance that also in America a Jew, 
the late Mr. Henry Bergh, of New York, happened to have been a leading 
agent in the organisation of the movement. llowever that may be, it is 
curious that, while the Professor collected a large number of testimonies from 
more or less Christian sources, he omitted to quote a single passage from the 
New Testament, This was not an oversight on his part; it Was due to the 
same cause which made a certain famous essay on‘ Snakes in Denmark” so 
exceedingly brief. Had the Professor turned to the Old Testament he would, 
perhaps, have spared himself the trouble ef writing his article at all; for 
there the teaching is elaborately expounded and codified. In the course of 
ages this teaching has become deeply fixed in Jewish sentiment, as we may 
see by the many beautiful expositions of it in Hebrew literature and 
especially by the prominence given to it in Jewish popular locutions, even 
to those who have forgotten the literal meaning of the phrase, Zaay baal 
chayim (cruelty to animals) is an unpardonable crime. “Es is ein OMN PY3 Ws 
says the old-fashioned Jew to this day whenever he witnesses the infliction of 
unnecessary suffering and a ovn>va wy, he will, perhaps, tell you isa 
3? N3Y (heart-breaking). The terms are interchangeable ; and in this one 
fact we have quite a revelation of the thoroughness with which the 
teaching of kindness to animals has impressed itself on Jewish character. :

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One of Lewis Gompertz’s brothers, Benjamin Gompertz, was a mathe nati- 


cian and actuary of high rank, another, Ephraim, was a well-known writer 


on political economy, and a third, Isaac, was a poet very highly esteemed in 
his day. Among his nephews and grand-nephews—he had no children— 
have been several soldiers of distinction, the most notable of whom are the 
late Colonel Samson Gompertz, Military Accountant for the Madras Pre- 
sidency, and his two sons. 

Lewis Gompertz, although endowed with talents of a high order, 
devoted himself early in life to the humble cause with which his name _ is 
principally identified. His sympathy with the brute creation was nota 
mere matter of objective precept, but an impulse strongly implanted in his 
nature. He held that it was unlawful not only to kill an animal, but to 
turn it to any use not directly beneficial to itself, and, in pursuance of this 
principle, he rigidly abstained from all animal food, including milk and eggs, 
and would never ride in acoach. In 1824 he expounded his views on the 
relations of animals to man in a curious little book entitled “* Moral Enqui- 
ries on the Situation of Man and Brutes.” The publication of the work 
gave a distinct impetus to the movement in favour of animals which had 
already achieved a measure of success by the passing of “ Martin’s Act.” 
The result was the meeting at the Old Slaughter’s Coffee House, of which we 
have already heard, and which was organised at the instance of Mr. Gom- 
pertz. Such indeed was the prominent part he played in this gathering 
that it ig more correct to say that he was the founder, rather than merely 
“ foremost among the originators” of the Society which resulted from ‘t. 
At first the Society was unsuccessful, and in 1826 Mr. Gompertz found it 
necessary to take the management and honorary secretaryship into his own 
hands in order to save it from closing its doors. The dependence of* the 


movement on his personal effort and enthusiasm is strikingly illustrated by _ 


the fact that while he directed the destinies of the Society it flourished, and as 
soon as he left it, it was eclipsed by the rival association he started. 
His break with the Society, which took place in 1832, was due to a curious 
religious difference with his Committee. One of the subscribers, a clergy- 
man, imagined that he detected Pythagorean doctrines in the “‘ Moral En- 
quiries,” and denounced it to the Committee as hostile to Christianity. 
Thereupon it was resolved that the Society should become exclu- 
sively Christian, and Mr. Gompertz, while protesting his innocence of the 
alleged Pythagoreanism, resigned his connection with the Society on the 
grounds that it had nothing to do with religious sectarianism, and that, 
besides, as a Jew, he was practically excluded from it by the terms of its reso- 
lution. Supported by a considerable number of the subscribers—among them 
Sir Moses Montefiore—he proceeded to form a new Society which he called 
the Animal's Friend Society, and which he managed with such zeal and activity 
that it soon outstripped the parent institution. For fourteen years he 
worked hard at the business of the institution, appearing daily in the police 
courts to prosecute ruffianly donkey drivers and amateur vivisectionists, 
and devoting the whole of his time to the extension of its work. His pen 
was never idle, and besides editing the Animal's Friend or the Prceqrets of 
Humanity, he published several pamphlets and books, contributed to the 
general press on his favourite theme and carried on a large correspondence 
with public men, He even sent manifestoes to foreign countries. A memorial 
he addressed tothe Pope induced the Holy Father to issue a pastoral 
on the subject of cruelty to animals, which resulted in the formation of several 
foreign societies. In 1846 he was compelled by ill-health to retire from 
public work, and as a conseqnence, the Animal’s Friend Society languished 
and died. Meanwhile the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
had been acquiring new strength, and it succeeded, under able management, 
to the large measure of public interest roused by Lewis Gompertz. 


Although the best part of his life was absorbed by the Kindness. to-_ 


Animals question, Gompertz was far from being what the Americans call a 
‘-one-horse man.” Among his other accomplishments was a remarkable 
though somewhat eccentric talent for mechanics, and it may be «claimed 
for him that he was a very considerable inventor. The majority 
of his inventions were designed to render the lives of animals easy 
and comfortable, and to show—and that long before the invention 
of railways and steam-ploughs—that machinery might be made sub- 
servient toall human wants. It must be confessed that many of his ideas 
were more ingenious than practical. Among them are several—such as shot- 
proof ships and fortifications for retlecting the balls to the places fired from, 
and a mechanical cure for apoplexy—which will be prized by the collector of 
mechanical curiosities. His most valuable contribution to mechanical 
engineering was theexpanding chuck which is now to be found in almost 
every workshop, and attached to every lathe, although ‘+ is doubtful whether 
the inventor ever derived any pecuniary benefit from it, Mr. Gompertz 
privately printed a list of his inventions in 1837, and gave full accounts of 
of them in alittle book published in 1850, and entitled “ Mechanical 
Inventions and Suggestions .on. Land and Water Locomotion.”

UNITED STATES. 

In the fourth Report of the Commissioner of Labour for the United States the 
following paragraph occurs: “Actual ill-treatment by employers seems to be 
unrepresented. Kindness, justice, and cordial relations are the rule. Foreigners are 
often found to be more considerate of their help than native born men, and the 
kindest proprietor inthe world is a Jew of the better class.” The report deals 
exclusively with the life and labours of working women in large cities,

BELFAST. 


The Jielfast News Letter printed in extenso a stirring sermon preachei on 
Saturday in the synagogue by the Rev. B. H. Rosengard on behalf of the Royal 
Hospital. In the course of his remarks the preacher said; I appeal to you to show 
your liberal and tolerant countrymen that their joys are our joys, and their sorrows 
ours ; that we cannot, we dare not, neglect the sacred duty of ministering to their 
needs in times of trouble and distress. Bear in mind the fact that your 
action will not be judged by the largeness of the amount you are able to offer. You 
are a small community, and wealth is by no means one of your characteristics, You 
will, however, be judged by the manner in which you contribute your share to the 
general fund, Ontside interest in your action will rather be evoked by the hearti- 
ness and prompt willingness with which you respond to this noble cause. You 
know the rabbinical adage, that it is immaterial, whether in study, charity, or the 
like, our knowledge or gift be great or small, so long as we apply ourselves to 
those lofty objects out of pure motives and for virtue’s own sake. This simile is 
applicable with much force here. You are not asked to contribute beyond your 
means, Youare not requested to compete with other denominations in respect 
of the nature of your contribution, whether it be considerable or otherwise. You 
are appealed to co-operate with the public in the general flow of material support 
to swell the coffers of the Royal Hospital of this city. 


BIRMINGHAM, 

On the 23rd ult., through the kindness nf Mrs. A Woolf Abrahams, of Gough 
Road, the girls of the Hebrew Recreation Class visited the Birmingham Exhibition. 
The telephone, graphophone, &c., were exhibited and fully explained to them, and 
after seeing other portions of the exhibition and partaking of the refreshments 
kindly provided for them the girls returned home evidently gratified with the 
amusement and instruction they had received. 

On Sabbath last, a special service in aid of the local Hospital Sunday Fund was 
held in the Birmingham Synagogue, the Rev. Simeon Singer, London, being the 
preacher. There was a large congregation, notwithstanding the extremely inole- 
ment weather. The rev. gentleman based his discourse upon the third verse of the 
fifth chapter of the Second Book of Kings: “And she said unto her mistress. 
Would God my lord were with the prophet that is in Samaria, for he woul] recover — 
him of his leprosy.” Dealing first with the chapter from which the text was t+ken, 
the preacher dwelt npon the history of the little Hebrew maiden who was taken 
into the service of one who was not an Israelit*, and honoured the courage with 
which, in spite of her captivity she had kept alive her faith. She believed that 
blisha would heal her master irrespiective of questions of religion. Humanity, not 
theology, was the principle then as now, On a day when a great united effort was 
teing made in the places of worship in Birmingham oo behalf of the General 
Hospital, it was well to point ont that csre for the afflicted had from days of 
old been a characteristic of the Jewish heart. This reminder was not altogether 
unnecessary, forevery now and then they were informéd that such institutions 
owed their existence to the spread and growth of avother r ‘ligion. Bat there was 
nothing more distinctly Christian in the introdaction of the hospital than in that 
of the steam engine or the telegraph. They were all the developments of ages of 
human progress, and in this seus: they belonged to no ereed or denomination. It 
would be more true to say that what we call the hospital is the resalt of that 
tpecialisation of functions which was to be seen in social aa well as natural history. 
If it were sought to claim for any other creed a priority or superiority over their 
own merciful consideration for the sick and suffering, the Jewish Church was jus- 
tified In putting in a modest demurto that claim. They might quote many wit 
nesses tothis from Scripture. The Rabbis had raised the duty of kindness to the 
sick to the rank of a virtue, and they maintained that it was a duty to make no dis 
tinction in this regard between Gentile and Jew, and tat serious responsibility 
attached to not treating the afflicted with kindness. He therefore contended that 
m merciful reward for the physic lly alllicte 1, which had grown into the hospital 
system, was as old as Judaism itself, and very likely much older. Having spok. n 
of the vreat mivance made in medical science in recent years, and the prospect of 
beneficent work this opened for the future, he said that in the hospital they saw 
human tuflfering at ite worst, and human heroism at its best. The greatest orna- 
ments of the most mercifulof all professions devoted their genius to the task of 
eaviny the life of- the humb'e labours r, just as at any other time they 
would of the prince and the millionaire ; and he had seen ladies, bora in affluence 
and reared and nurtured in luxury and refinement, resist the blandishments of the 
world of pleasure and devote their lives to a cacse that offers absolutely no other 
attraction than the JOYOUBL CES of fi eling that it. enabled them to diminish, though 
only to the extent of a mere fraction, the total of human misery. In the presen @ 
of human sufferiug the question of religion did not weigh with Jewish healers, and 
it was but common honesty to admit that Israelites were now reaping the benefit of 
the same toleration and unrestricted sympathy with the affl cited of all creeds, and 
nowhere more fully than in the hospitals of thiscountry, So notorioos was this the 
fact that England is the only Jand in karope in which it had been found quite un- 
necersary to establish separate hospitals for the poor of the Jewish faith. A Jew 
in England received the same at ention as the Gentile. His religion was respected 
aud he himself was more rer pested still whea he was not ashamed in the hoar of 
his calamity to admit the race and faith to which he belonged. Such as these were 
the benefite which the hospital conferred directly ; but there were also indirect 
wivantages. The hospital was not only a school of medicine—it was also a great, 
school of religion, for there was no place in which the frailty of man and his de- 
pendence on @ higher Power was more individually realised. Few could visit a 
hospital without experiencing a feeling of something like religious awe within 
the precincts ofa Temple of the great Dispenser of health, filled with those who 
needed His blessings most. Every sick room was for the time being an audience 
chamber of God, and a hospital was a Vast audience hall where muititudes. chae- 
tened by suffering, were ushered into the presence of the King of Kinga, who gave 
uninterrupted hearing to the. petitions of His afflicted subjects. Turning 
to the noble work done by the General Hospital in Birmingham, the preacher 
spoke of the fact that 140,381 persons had been treated there during the past 
three years, and pointed out that as the population of Birmingham was about

during the past session. The Federation had at firs’ been treated by the Board, he 
would not B.1y with contem pt, but as re ipients of relief, Through the co-operation 
of Mr. Hermann Landau this tone had been altered, and the collection. which he 
himeelf had initiated in favour of the Board among the Synagogucs represented at 
the F ederation had shown that its oon+tituents instead of being recipients of relief 
were in reality donors. Mr. Boekbindinder then read letters which had passed 
between himself and Mr. B. L. Cohen, the President of the Board of Guardians, in 
respect to the collection, In his letter Mr. Boekbinder wrote :—“ My presence at 
your Board, seeing the amount of good it does, the leading article in the Jewish 
f hronicte, and finally my stepping on deck one cold morning in the Scheldt. and 
finding several poor Jews on board the sime steamer who to!d me they emigrated to 
America through the assistance of the Board of Guardians, were the reasons of my 
proposal for this collection, and I am happy to say the result (€35 17s, 6d.) bas 
been very gratifying to me. But beyond the amount collected, there is a great 
moral in it: it shows how wisely your Board acted in admitting the Federation in 
your midst, how at once the position of the Jews in the East End changed its 
aspect, and how the formation of the Federation asacrta iteelf and prom iaes the ful. 
filment of its programme, the improvement of our poorer brethren.” In acknow- 
ledving Mr. Boekbinder's letter and enclosure, Mr. B. L. Cohen wrote -“Ttis a source 
of satisfaction to us to find that our efforts to help the poor are recooenised and 
appreciated in this formal.and handsome way by the Federation, and we all rejoiee 
that the admission of the Federation to representation at the Board has given ua so 
valned and so energetic a colleagne as yourself.” 

Mr, BOEKBINDER proposed a8 an amendment to the recommendation contained 
in the report that the weekly subscription tothe Burial Society should be 24, instead 
of 14d., his object being to admit of an amount of £2 %. 0d being given to auch 
families when in mourning as required relief, and that half of the profits should be 
distributed ‘every Passover among those members who cesired to par‘icipate 
therein. 
The CHAIRMAN pointed ont that the additional half-penny would not secure 
the objects advocated by Mr. Boekbinder, whose plan if wlopted would have the 
effect of forming a Benefit Society. For the present it would be advisable to con- 
fine operations to-a Burial Society. 

Mr. N. L. D. ZIMMER moved a series of resolutions for the constitution of the 
proposed Gemiluth Chassotim Soci ty. The resolutions set forth the conditions of 
membership, the duties of the Society as a body, and of its salaried officers, and 
the qualifications of one of the latter,the Rabbi, who shoald be “a talmudical achola-. 
conversant with the sacerdotal dinim pertaining and relating to the dead, and able 
to decide problema ical cases forthwith.” 

The CHAIRMAN reminded Mr, Zimmer that his proposals were practically bye- 
laws which shoukl be referred to the Burial Committee. 

The report was adopted, and a Burial Committee ‘was appointed consisting of 
the Execative Committee and of the members of the Special Committee by whom 
the laws were to be framed, 

Mr. M. Van THAL snege ted that, as was the case in Holland. ladies should be 
invited te join the Gemiluch Chassodim Society. 

Mr. Zimmer's recommendations and suggestions made by Mr. Bockbinder, Mr. 
Ht, Harris, and Mr. G, de Lange were referret to the Burial Committee. 

On the motion of the Chairman seconded’ by Mr. H, Landau, it was resolved 
that subscription to the Burial Society should be obligatory only for a period of 
twenty years. 

Several of the delegates enrolled themselves as members of the Gemilnth 
Chassodim Society, some as active members, and others as membets who, being 
physically incapacitated from performing the offices of the dead, would pay an 
annual contribation for the employment of substitutes, 

Mr, H. LANDAU, in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chairman, expressed the 
hope that now the Federation had become a concrete body, some arrangement could 
be arrived at whereby it m’ght become part and parcel of the United Synagogue, 
while retaining its independence. He strongly deprecated, therefore, any attacks 
being made op that body. 

Mr. Morris HArRkIS seconded the vote of thanks, and observed that, although 
he trusted it might yet be very long before it became necessary to appoint a new 
Chief Rabbi, the Federation, representing a large proportion of the London Jews, 
should have a voice in the-election and should contribute to the maintenance of the 
Chief Rabbi. - 

The meeting then terminated.

The Right Hon. The Lord Halsbury, The Lord High Chancellor. : 
My Lorp.—In the course of the very interesting ceremony of. the presentation 
of the Lord Mayor Elect, your Lordship most just ly remarked that the communion 
to which Sir Henry Isaacs belongs have been ever foremost in obedience and loyal 
submission to the laws. of whatever notion, under which they have heen placed, 
The Recorder on the same occasion recalled your Lordship’s attention to the 
fact that the SAC communion had ala » been foremost in its love of. and activity to 
secure, the principle of civil and religious liberty which has proved itself so priceless 
a blessing to our people and nation. ee 
But, my Lord, has the legislature recognised this principle in the ease of the 
patientand submissive Jew to the extent which a righteous justice demanded! The 
Jew has no teacher or Rabbi in the whole world who does not affirm that the mar 
riage law of this country is opposed to that of his Sacred W ritings. Neverthel a he 
is compelled to obey this law, avd in acountry which specially prides itself on its 
liberty and hospitality to strangers, to submit. to an intolerance of his religious 
belief from which his communion has long been relieved in every other country in 
So far. therefore, your Lordship’s eloquent and, in the main, just « ulogium on 
the conduct of the English people does not apply. Your Lordship said in terms 
which—to remind us of our duty, not to flatter our national pride—I would wish to 
see written everywhere. “It isa thing we can congratulate ours lves upon, at all 
events, that so far as persecution is concerned, all members of this country ani all 
members of this State recognise this fact, that persecution for opinion is in itself a 
wicked and indefensible crime.” For the Church of Kngland to ray to the Jew, in 
the face of the admitted usage of his coreligioniats for thousands olf poor bmg: in 
face of the unanimons opinion of his teavhers at the present day, that he s ia 7 et 
marry the sister of his deceased wife is persecution — persecution of.a peculiarly 
indefensible kind.

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THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTEBURY ON THE JEWS. 


_ The President of the Canterbury Hebrew Congregation, Alderman Henry Hart, 
had the honour on Tuesday week of taking a prominent part in the proceedings con- 
nected with the Primate's Visitation proceedings, As Deputy Mayor of the City, 
Alderman Hart occupied a seat on the right hand of hisGrace at the luncheon to 
which the Archbishop entertained the clergymen, churchwardens and sidesmen, 
numbering about 400. He also proposed the health of Dr. Benson, whore qualicies 


were, he said, so well known to the company that it would be a work of superero- 


gation for him to dilate onthem. They all believed he filled the high and exalted 
position he occupied in amanuver which did him an immense amount of credit, and 
believed that when the history of Canterbury and the country was written the 
present Archbishop would vie with any of his predecessors in tne ability and manner 
of his admini-tration of the great Church of the country. (Applause). He regretted 
that the Archbishop had been unable to fulfil the promise he made on the occasion 
of his enthronement to pay them frequent visite. He almost promised that he 
wonld take up his residence at Canterbary, but perhaps his Grace was so pleased 
with the reception he had met with from both clergy and laity that he at the time 
was rather carried away. (Laughter), But they must excuse him. His duties 
were so manifold, his infimences so great, and he had so much todo, not ooly with 
the Church of England, but all overthe Britith Empire, that if it was impossible 
to carry out those kind intentions, one and all would forgive him. Let them hope 
the Archbishop would continue to have that good health he seemed at present to 
possess, and that he might live many years to be an ornament to the Church of the 
country, (Cheers). 

The ARCHBISHOP acknowledged the toast at length, and submitted “The Mayor 
and Corporation of Canterbury,” coupled with the name of Alderman Hart. As 
England stood now they all of them felt a real pleasure in the thought that the 
gentleman who proposed the health of their own Bishop belonged to the ancien’ 
church of Abraham, [saac and Jacob, (Applause). They owed many obligations 
indeed to that ancient church—they would that it were entirely at one wi h them— 
but their obligations to it could not be forgotten. It had fallen to hia lot as a 
member of the Committee of the House of Lords inquiring into important social 
questions to know what an excellent element among the poor of London the poorest 
Jews were, how great was their perseverance, independence and thrift, (Applause). 

Dealing in the Archbishop's Charge at Ashford on Thursday werk with the ques- 
tion of * Morality,’ the Primate observed that Miss Beatrice Potter in her essay on 
the ‘Jewish Community in London,” speaking of the smaller communities of its 
working class, dwelt on the “great influence for good of self-creating, self- 
supporting, self-governing’ communities ; small enough to generate public opinion 
and the practical supervision of private morals, and large enough to stimulate 
charity, worship and study by communion and example.” There was not a district 
church which had not all these powers in a superior degree, 
such a stage showed them what all their parish churches had been in their earlier 
stages ; and eo far as they did not maintain or revive that character they lost their 
most important power. Amid scep ical, indifferent or hostile surroundiags each 
congregation could be such a community with its public opinion constantly raising 
morals. Mark that word “study.” Through library, and lecture, and address,
